To-day there has been the brightest kind of 
Rep ublican weather. 
The country is ju st 
beginning to realize what it has gained by a 
change of adm inistration. 
The South no 
longer steals all of ou r good weather. 


T h e St. Louis Qlo b e-Demo cra t 
has counted 
the words in the inaugural addresses, and 
finds that Gen. Harrison’s was only half as 
long as his grandfather’s,but longer than any 
other excep t Polk’s, which exceeded it by a 
few words.

W nDRYGKEAI IMPROVEMENTS. 


It is p robable that J. W. Taylor, the Dem­ 
ocratic Consul for the United States at NV m- 
nip eg, will go out of office soon, but this will 
not restrain us from giv ing him credit for 
the concep tion of a big idea. 
He suggests 
the building of an international railway 
through British Columbia and Alaska to 
Behring Strait, to meet the Ilussian railway 
from St. Petersburg now p ushing in the same 
direction. 
This would giv e an all rail route 
from any p art of the United States to ev try 
country in Europ e, barring the 4o miles of 
salt water and ice to be encountered in p ass 
in"- the Strait. 
The line would be about 
3 000 miles long, and Mr. Taylor estimates 
that it would cost $130,000,000 in addition to 
the land, which the two countries to be ben­ 
efited would p robably grant. 
Our gov ern 
nient, he thinks, should guarantee the inter 
est on the p rop osed sum for a series of years 
at 4 p er cent p er year. 
He is confident that 
the 
op ening 
of 
this immense 
region 
would be a great benefit to both coun­ 
tries, 
and 
that 
the 
yield 
of 
gold 
would go far towards restoring “ the iqu. 
librium of the p recious metals.’ 
A railway 
route, we arc informed by \\ alter Moberls 
formerly Assistant Surv eyor General and 
Land Commissioner for British Columbia, i 
p erfectly feasible, as the whole westerly base 
of the Rocky Mountains is trav ersed by ‘ 
long and p eculiar low v alley. 
1 his is 
route, he says, which nature has p rov ided, 
and “ which is only awaiting the ingenuity 
of man to dev elop .” The route does not 
cross a single mountain range, while it tra 
v erses the great mineral belt of the continent, 
and runs through the heart of Alaska by the 
v alley of the Yukon riv er. 
The suggestion is another reminder that 
this is a great country. 
But no information 
is furnished concerning the amount of deten­ 
tion to be caused by snow’ blockades, in a 
country in which the Cyclop edias state that 
winter p rev ails for nine months in the year. 
It is not imp ossible that Mr. Taylors idia 
will vc-t bear fruit, though he will hardly liv e 
to see it, if for no other 
reason than

Then there is 
in addition the Canadian annexation question.

Great p rojects like this are not so unfrc 
qu etit as to cause surp rise. 
There is a stream 
in the Pacific flowing from southwest to 
northeast, starting from Jap an and striking 
the American coast in the v icinity of V\ ash 
ington territory and thence northward. 
Thi 
accounts for the excep tionally mild climate 
and thrifty v egetation in those northern re 
gions. 
Some years ago a bright p hilosop her 
suggested that the widening of Behring Strait 
so as to allow an uninterrup ted flow of this 
warm current into the Asiatic sea would ele­ 
v ate the temp erature of Greenland and make 
it as fertile as the British Isles. 
The enter­ 
p rise was nev er undertaken p robably for the 
reason that the human family has not yet be­ 
come so large as to need the undoubtedly 
big continent of Greenland for farming p ur 
p oses. 
Still later Senator Blair of New 
Hamp shire exp lained in Congress a great 
scheme for making British America fertile 
and habitable. 
The p rop osition was nothin 
more nor less than to turn the current of the 
Mississip p i northward by digging a canal 
from its headwaters to the Red Riv er of the 
North, aud thus emp tying the warm waters 
of the Gulf of Mexico into Hudson Bay. He 
reasoned that the flattening of the earth at 
the p oles aud consequent elev ation towards 
the equator had p roceeded sufficiently to 
cause a general rush of waters to the north 
ward if mountains and other obstructions 
were remov ed. 
Congress did not make an 
ap p rop riation to carry out the Blair scheme, 
because, ev en if successful, it would benefit 
British America at the exp ense of the United 
States. 
Mr. Blair is now waiting for unnex- 
tion.

OUR INCUMPLETE DEA TH MACHINE. 


The Legislatures of Ohio, Illinois and Mis­ 
souri are considering hills for the execution 
of murderers by electricity. 
The idea is ex­ 
p anding that the old fashioned and well worn 
gallows has not kep t p ace with the p rogress 
of civ ilization. 
Nearly all of the states still 
adhere to the old Mosaic law of “a life for a 
life,” hut when it comes to the question of 
exacting the p enalty, we shrink from the 
thought of causing p ain, though the culp rit 
may hav e slain his v ictim in the most bar­ 
barous and torturing manner. 
The hackin 
of a drug clerk to p ieces with a little hatchet 
last week in New York demonstrates that 
murder is not yet reduced to a fine art, aud 
js not likely to be, ev en though the legal 
death p enalty may be made so mild as to be 
almost enjoyable. 
The Sheriffs under the 
laws of Moses had a method that more near­ 
ly fitted the crime. 
They simp ly dragged 
the murderers out into the back yard and 
stoned them to death. 
The states that hav e undertaken to cop y 
our new law on the subject need to be re­ 
minded that no satisfactory dev ice has yet 
been inv ented to take the p lace of the gal­ 
lows. 
There is no doubt that electricity will 
kill if turned on suddenly aud p owerfully, 
and nothing more would be required than to 
hitch up the doomed man to the wires of an 
electric lighting p lant, if this were consistent 
with the grav ity of the p erformance. 
But in 
order to keep up the imp ression of terror 
which was always associated with the gal­ 
lows, a formidable looking machine ap p ears 
to be necessary, and sev eral p rison officials 
will witness the exp eriments of Harold P. 
Brown, electrical engineer of the city of New 
York, in a few days. 
The v ictims to be p ut 
to death are calv es, and considerable good 
v eal is likely to be ruined for the benefit of a 
class of p eop le whose remov al will be a much 
lighter loss to society thandhatof the thin­ 
nest and mangiest calf of the season. 
Nor is the lack of a machine the only p er­ 
p lexity. 
Judges who arc likely to be called 
up on to p ronounce the death sentence are 
puzzled for a term with which to describe the 
op eration. To “ be hanged by the neck till 
j’o u are dead ” was a solemn and imp ressiv e 
phra se, but all admit that to “ he shocked to 
dea th ” would be horrible while not a bit 
so lemn, ard that to “ he electrified to death ’» 
wo uld be ridiculo us.

It is probable that J. W . Taylor, the Dem­ 
ocratic Consul for the Luited States at W in- 
nipeg, w ill go out of office soon, but this will 
not restrain us from giving him credit for 
the conception of a big idea. 
He suggests 
the building of an international railway 
through British Columbia and Alaska to 
Behring Strait, to meet the Russian railway 
from St. Petersburg now pushing in the same 
direction. 
This would give an all rail route 
from any part of the United Slates to every 
country in Kurope. barring the 45 miles of 
salt water and ice to be encountered in pass­ 
in g the Strait. 
The line would be about 
3,000 miles long, and Mr. Taylor estimates 
that it would cost $130,000,000 in addition to 
the land, which the two countries to be ben 
ctiled would probably grant. 
Our govern­ 
ment, he thinks, should guarantee the inter­ 
est on the proposed sum for a series of years 
at 4 per cent per year. 
H e is confident that 
the 
opening 
of 
this 
immense 
region 
would be a great benefit to both coun­ 
tries, 
and 
that 
the 
yield 
of 
gold 
w ould go far towards restoring “ the cqu. 
librium of the precious m etals.’’ 
A railway 
route, we are informed by Walter Moberly 
formerly Assistant Surveyor General and 
Land Commissioner for Brit ish Columbia, is 
perfectly feasible, as the whole westerly base 
of the Rocky Mountains is traversed by ‘ 
long and peculiar low valley." 
This is 
route, he says, which nature has provided, 
and “ which is only awaiting the ingenuity 
of man to develop.” 
The route does not 
cross a single mountain range, while it tra­ 
verses the great mineral belt of the continent 
and runs through the heart of Alaska by the 
valley of the Yukon river. 
T he suggestion is another reminder that 
this is a great country. 
But no information 
is furnished concerning the amount of deten 
tion to be caused by snow blockades, in a 
couutry in which the Cyclopedias state that 
winter prevails for nine months in the year. 
It is not impossible that 
Mr. Taylor’s idea 
w ill yet bear fruit, though he will hardly live 
to see it, if for no other 
reason than 
that

est for a quarter of a century. 
Then there is 
in addition the Canadian annexation question. 
If the Dominion is going to join us, it would

Sam uel.” 
Great projects like this are not so unfrc- 
quent as to cause surprise. 
There is a stream 
in the Pacific ¡lowing from southwest to 
northeast, starting from Japan and striking 
the American coast in the vicinity of Wash 
ington territory and thence northward. 
This 
accounts for the exceptionally mild climate 
and thrifty vegetation in those northern re­ 
gions. 
Some years ago a bright philosopher 
suggested that the widening of Behring Strait 
so as to allow an uninterrupted tlow of this 
warm current into the A siatic sea w ould ele­ 
vate the temperature of Greenland and make 
it as fertile as the Brit¡«3» Isles. 
The enter 
prise was never undertaken probably for the 
reason that the human fam ily has not yet be 
com e so large as to need the undoubtedly 
big continent of Greenland for farming pur­ 
poses. 
Still later Senator Blair of 
N ew 
Hampshire explained in Congress a great 
schem e for m aking British America fertile 
and habitable. 
T he proposition was nothin 
more nor less than to turn the current of the 
M ississippi northward by digging a canal 
from its headwaters to the Red River of the 
N orth, aud thus em ptying the warm waters 
of the G ulf of M exico into Hudson Bay. 
He 
reasoned that the flattening of the earth at 
the poles aud consequent elevation towards 
the equator had proceeded sufficiently to 
cause a general rush of waters to the north­ 
ward if mountains and other obstructions 
were removed. 
Congress did not make an 
appropriation to carry out the Blair schem e, 
because, even if successful, it would benefit 
British America at the expense of the United 
States. 
Mr. Blair is now w aiting for annex- 
tion.

But the daily narratives in the 
N ew York newspapers suggest that there is 
going to be pressing need for the completion 
of the apparatus and the enlightenment of 
our criminal Judges in a very short time.

THEY LSCAPED A CROWD. 


OUR INCOMPLETE DEA TH MACHINE. 


The Legislatures of Ohio, Illinois and Mis­ 
souri are considering bills for the execution 
o f murderers by electricity. 
The idea is ex ­ 
panding that the old fashioned and well worn 
gallow s has not kept pace w ith the progress 
o f civilization. 
Nearly all of the states still 
adhere to the old Mosaic law of “a life for a 
life,” hut when it com es to the question of 
exacting the penalty, we shrink from the 
thought of causing pain, though the culprit 
m ay have slain his victim in the most bar­ 
barous and torturing manner. 
The hacking 
of a drug clerk to pieces with a little hatchet 
last week in N ew York demonstrates that 
murder is not yet reduced to a fine art, aud 
js not likely to be, even though the legal 
death penalty may be made so mild as to be 
almost enjoyable. 
The Sheriffs under the 
law s of Moses had a method that more near­ 
ly fitted the crime. 
T hey sim ply dragged 
the murderers out into the back yard and 
stoned them to death. 
The states that have undertaken to copy 
our new law on the subject need to be re­ 
minded that no satisfactory device has yet 
been invented to take the place of the gal­ 
lows. 
There is no doubt that electricity will 
kill if turned on suddenly and powerfully, 
and nothing more would be required than to 
hitch up the doomed man to the wires of an 
electric lighting plant, if this were consistent 
w ith the gravity of the performance. 
But in 
order to keep up the impression of terror 
w hich was always associated with the gal­ 
low s, a formidable looking machine appears 
to be necessary, and several prison officials 
w ill witness the experiments of Harold P. 
Brown, electrical engineer of the city of N ew 
York, iu a few days. 
The victims to be put 
to death are calves, and considerable good 
veal is likely to be ruined tor the beuefit of a 
class of people whose removal will be a much 
lighter loss to society than that of the thin­ 
nest and mangiest calf o f the season. 
N or is the lack of a machine the only per­ 
plexity. 
Judges who arc likely to be called 
upon to pronounce the death sentence are 
puzzled for a term w ith which to describe the 
operation. To “ be hanged by the neck till 
you are dead ” was a solem n and impressive 
phrase, but all adm it that to " be shocked to 
death ” would be horrible while not a bit 
solemn, and that to “ be electrified to death ’» 
would be ridiculous. There are positively no

got married in the same way, one at Sing 
Sing and the other at Tarrytown.

Asylum, New-York Institution for the Blind, 
Board of Commissioners of Emigration, and 
aitially in several other departments. 
The reports received from the municipal 
authorities of the principal cities show a 
strong preponderance of opinion in favor of 
the advantages obtained by tlie system of com­ 
petitive examinations, and it is believed the 
endency should he to enlarge the classifica­ 
tions embracing competitive examinations 
and to diminish those for which non-compe­ 
titive or “ pass ” examinations are allowed. 
It is likewise desirable that tlie standard of 
qualifications in non-competitive examina­ 
tions shall he raised and that the reports 
made of this class of examinations shall he 
eeorded as fully as those of the competitive 
class. 
In other words the public: has a right 
to expect that tlie records of the Civil Service 
Department shall contain evidence of the 
qualifications and fitness of ¡dl employes who 
are subject to the regulations and have been 
appointed under them.

The legislatu res of Ohio, Illinois and Mis 
Houri ore considering hills for the execution 
of murderer* by electricity. 
Tit* idea is ex 
panding that the old fashioned and well worn 
gallow s ha* not kept pace with the progress 


o f civilization. 
Nearly all o f the states still 
adhere to the old Mosaic law o f ‘a life for a 
life,” but when it com es to the question of 
exacting the penalty, we shrink from the 
thought of causing pain, though the culprit 
m ay have shun his victim in the most bar 
barous and torturing manner. 
The hackin 
o f a drug clerk to pieces with a little hatchet 
last week in New York dem onstrates (hot 
murder is not yet reduced to a fine arf, aud 
{9 not likely lo be, even though the It gal 
death penalty may be made so mild as to be 
almost enjoyable. 
The Sheriffs nuder the 
laws of .Moses had a method that more near 
ly fitted the crime. 
T hey sim ply dragged 
the murderers out into the back yard and 
stoned them to death. 
The slates that have undertaken 
to copy 
our new law on the subject need to 
be re­ 
minded that no satisfactory device has yet 
been invented to lake the place o f the gal 
lows. 
There is no doubt that electricity will 
kill if turned on suddenly aud pow erfully, 
and nothing more would be required thau to 
hitch up the doomed man to the wires of nu 
electric lighting plant, if this were consistent 
with the gravity of the performance. 
But in 
order to keep up the impression of terror 
w hich was alw ays associated w ith the gal­ 
lows, a formidable looking m achine appears 
to be necessary, and several prison officials 
will witness the experim ents o f Harold 
P. 
Brown, electrical engineer of the city of New 
York, iu a few days. 
The victim s to be put 
to death are calves, und considerable good 
veal is likely to be ruined for the benefit of a 
class o f people whose removal will be a much 
lighter loss to society than that of the thin 
nest and m angiest calf of the season. 
N or is the lack of a m achine the only per­ 
plexity. 
Judges who are likely to be called 
upon to pronounce the death sentence are 
puzzled for a term with which to describe the 
operation. 
T o “ be hanged by the neck till 
you are dead ” was a solem n and impressive 
phrase, but all adm it that to “ be shocked to 
death" w ould be horrible w hile not a bit 
solem n, ard that to “ be electrified to death ’> 
would be ridiculous.

difficult and bothersome as the invention o f a 
machine. 
But perhaps the right word w ill 
come with the machine, 
lf the culprit is to 
be !>ouud in a chair with a metal helmet 
fastened to his head, w hy not say, “ brained 
w ith lightning till you are dead?” 
The other states having the subject in con 
sideration can either wait till N ew York has 
perfected the apparatus and defined the pro­ 
cess, or hurry up and help our state over her 
difficulties. 
But the daily narratives in the 
New York newspapers suggest that there is 
going to be pressing need for the completion 
of the apparatus and the enlightenm ent of 
our criminal Judges in a very short time.
